It was almost an accepted 
rule of low ond cértainly the 
duty of ao Judge to warn 2 
Jury that .they should not 
convict on the -uncorrcbcrated 
evjdence of an accomplice not 
that they could not, because It 
was within their province to 
do so, said Mr Justice Recce, 
adding that in Lay’y case the 
Magistrate was sittIng as Judge 
and Jury and should have 
warned himself. 


‘Mr Patrick Yu, instructed by 

Zimmern, appealing against 
the conviction on behait of Lay, 
submitted that the evidence was 
ae! proved and that the Magls- 
drate was «rong in finding that 


stolen jeep, The Magistrate was 
also wrong.in relying on the un- 
corrabocated evidence of on 
ccomplice, a witness for the 
Grown. in ‘imding Lay guilly.: 


‘Mr Yur sald that the charge 
uccused Lay of having reccived 
fhe jeop on January 2B know- 
ing it was stolen. The onus 
was on the Prosecution to prove 
this guilty knowledge on that 
day when the jeep was ‘recelved. 
On all the evidence there could 
not have been that guilty know- 
ledge until! January.30 when 
Lay himself sald he saw the 
jeep for the fret time, Lay was 
not preset” when the jeep: was 
delivered to his garage at 17 
Belfran Road. Even MacLean, 
the principal, witness for the 
Crown, admitied that he did not 
see Lay there that material 


evening. 
SOLE EVIDENCE 


MacLean was a convicted 
criminal and. obviously an ace 
coroplice,. said Mr Yu. ‘His 
evidence was the sole evidence 


on the issue of guilty knowledge }- 


and therefore must be corrobo- 
rated. -In the ' absence of 
corroboration the Magistrate, sit- 
ting a3 Judge and Jury should 
have warned himself against the 
danger of convicting. The 
Magistrate misdirected himecif as 
to the existence of corroboration 
of Maclean's evidence. He 
found ns. fact that Lay knew it 
was an Army jeep, ant went on 
to infer that Lay must also have 
known it was a stolen jeep. That 
conclusion was wrong. Unless 
Lay had seen. the jeep he could 


he had given himself due warmn- 
ing. But,if the Court of Appeal, 
on Jooking through the evidence, 
thought the conviction was un- 
duly ‘unreasonable It could 
quash the conviction. 


Mr Li argued that there was 
corroboration. of . MacLean’s 
evidence jn the fact that the 
Amy markings of the jeep 
were painted over and a low 
price was paid for the vehicle. 
There need not be corroboration 


in every single detail, 


Mr. Justice | Retco remarked

Crown — Counsel submitted 
that the guilty . knowledge of 
Lay subsequently was proved 
by his own evidence when he 
said that when he saw ‘lt was 
an Army jeep he knew! it was 
stolen. . Lay received the jecp 
constructively on January 
amd there was a fresh act of 
receiving on the following day. 
There was no substantial mis- 
carriage of justice. Time was 
of no essence -in the charge. 
Provided a man who received. 
had received it at the approxl- 
mate date and at the tlme of 
receiving did so with guilty 
knowledge the caso for the 
Crown was proved. ae
